Local Physicians Are Alarmed Over 


Grippe Situation—Business 1'lac- 


en to Close Evenings 


A special meeting of the board of 


health was held at President Robt. K. 
McDonald's office this morning to dls. 
cuss the alarming increase of influ- 
enza throughout the city and take 
action that might seem advisable to 
•tamp out the epidemic, or at least 
retard its spread. 


It was decided to order the closing 


•f all soda fountains, this rule to take 
effect at 6 a. m. on Thursday and re- 
main in force until further notice. 


The board also adopted a resolution 


that all stores, shops and saloons be 
closed at (5 o'clock each evening and 
remain shut until the same hour next 
morning; that no store, shop or sa- 
loon allow a larger number of people 
in their places of business than the 
clerks can wait upon. The penalty 
for noncompliance with this resolu- 
tion is a fine of $10 to $50 or 30 days 
in jail. 


How the strict provisions is of this 


resolution—or that portion of it lim- 
iting the number of patrons who may 
be admitted to business places—can 
be enforced, the board does not state. 


Many of our peonle are becoming 


quite alarmed over the situation, some 
of the physicians estimating that there 
are 300 cases of influenza in town at 
the present time and quite a few 
cases of pneumonia. 


Several adjoining cities have been 


lax in enforcing health regulations 
and us a consequence it is said that 
Marshfield has 1,500 on the sick list, 
Wausau nearly as many, and Grand 
Rapids a close third. 


While the rjules adopted at this 


morning's board meeting are some, 
what stringent, yet it may be the 
wisest course to pursue. At any rate, 
we believe all will endeavor to com- 
ply as far as they are able.

The standpipe at the Stevens Point 


Water Co. plant rises to a height of 
140 feet above ground, but this will be 
dwarfed in comparison with a chimney 
about to be erected by the Consolidat- 
ed Paper Co. at their new mill in this 
city. The immense building in which 
paper 
making machinery 
will be 


placed is undergoing construction by 
a large force of men. The boiler room 
is to occupy a portion of the south 
end and just beyond this the smoke- 
stack or chimney will be placed. 


A base of solid concrete 26x28 feet 


in dimensions is now being laid and 
the stack will tower above this for a 
distance of 200 feet, or 60 feet higher 
than the water works standpipe. The 
foundation or base covers as much 
ground space as the average house.

Portage County Raise* $17,350 More 


Than Its Quota in Liberty 


Loan Drive 


The table published below, showing 


that Portage county residents and in- 
dustrial institutions bought Fourth 
Liberty Loan bonds for a total of 
$1,077,900, is approximately correct 
according to the returns received by 
Chairman J. R. Pfiffner and in all 
likelihood won't vary more than a 
few hundred dollars when the com- 
plete count is made. 


During the latter part of last week, 


before it was definitely known that 
the county could raise its quota of 
$1,060,550, Mr. Pfiffner received sub- 
scriptions from all the county banks, 
which agreed to take their propor- 
tionate share of any deficiency that 
might be found at the close of the 
drive on Saturday evening. 


Early that day it was thought that 


the county would be unable to reach 
its goal by a comparatively small 
amount and the city and county banks 
were asked to take $39,000 of the 
bonds. The city sales between noon 
and 9 o'clock that night increased so 
much that the subscriptions made by 
all the banks except those in the city, 
at Arnott and Junction City -were 
withdrawn.

A few weeks ago The Gazette quot- 


ed from a letter written by h. P. 
Trautmann, former superintendent of 
the Stevens Point Water Co. but now 
living at Hollywood, Cal., wht-iein he 
told about twelve airplanes fljirig over 
he Los Angeles suburban town, a 
wonderful sight to him and the mem- 
bers of his family, as back here In 
Wisconsin the burr of the airplane 
motor is seldom heard.

found that there is room in the air 
for more than a dozen planes, for on 
Saturday, Oct. 12th, a procession of 
103 made the flight from Marsh field 
at Riverside, Cal., to El Segundo and 
return, passing over Hollywood en- 
route.

Dineen's place, later getting into a 
dispute with the proprietor over the 
amount of change he should receive. 


Whether or not Dineen ejected him 


from the saloon is a disputed point, 
but at all events Fryar emerged 
through the front doorway and fell 
heavily on the cement walk, fractur- 
ing his skull. 


He was conveyed to a relative's 


home at Amherst, but never regained 
consciousness and died shortly before 
noon on Thursday. 


"Tom" Fryar used to make frequent 


visits to Stevens Point a quarter cen- 
tury or more ago, at- which time he 
was regarded as one of Amherst's 
leading citizens and a man of much 
influence in his community. Most of 
our people had lost track of him dur- 
ing recent years but those who knew 
the gentleman in the old days will 
remember his good traits and draw 
the veil of charity over his shortcom- 
ings. 


Funeral services were held at Am-
